th anks to o ur President Nix o n and to

Friedm an, an energetic 63 and a 
fo rm er co ro nary victim h imself, say s 
th ere are two ty pes o f perso nalities 
Ty pe A, th o se with h igh -risk beh avio r 
patterns; and Ty pe B, less intense men 
less likely to h ave h eart tro uble. 


“Co ro nary disease develo ps o nly in 
th e Ty pe A h eart, th e rich gro und fro m 
wh ich co ro nary victim s are plucked,” 
Friedm an said in a recent interview. 
“Ten per cent o f th e As between 35 and 
60 will get a h eart attack.” 
“ A” m en h ave “ free flo ating 
h o stility , insecurity , lo o k at every th ing 
as a ch allenge and are addicted to 
h abit fo rmulatio ns. Th e Ty |>e A man 
m akes every th ing in h is life a m atter 
o f time urgency .” h e said. 


Th e Ty pe B man is no t rush ed o r 
Ix rnnd by h abit to set near-impo ssible 
go als fo r h imself. 
‘“ A’s never say th ey ’re go o d at 
so meth ing, th ey intim ate it by th e 
pro jects in wh ich th ey are invo lved. A 
‘B’ kno ws very well h o w go o d h e is and 
will say so . He h as a h o rizo n and 
lim its,” Friedm an said.

Net Farm Income Estimate 
Tops $19 .2 Billion Record 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 
D epartm ent eco no m ists repo rtedly 
h ave revised 197 3 net farm inco me 
estim ates and no w th ink pro ducers 
will ex ceed th eir reco rd $19.2 billio n 
pro fits o f last y ear. 


As recently as mid-February , th e 
o fficial USDA pro jectio n was fo r 197 3 
net farm inco me to be "a little belo w 
$19 
billio n” 
because 
o f 
rising 
pro ductio n ex penses, so m e price 
weakness later in th e y ear and cut­ 
backs in go vernment pay m ents. 


But m arket prices o f m any farm 
pro ducts, particularly livesto ck, h ave 
co ntinued to be h igh er th an many 
eco no mists ex pected. Also , despite 
so me o ffset by po ssible lo wer prices 
nex t fall, cro p pro ductio n is ex pected 
to be greater th is y ear. 


D epartm ent o fficials said th ey co uld 
no t disclo se ex act figures, but o ne said 
privately th at th e annual rate fo r net 
farm inco me in January -M arch is 
ex pected to be larger th an anticipated. 


Th e quarterly figure is o nly 
a 
pro jectio n o f net inco me fo r a 
y ear, 
h o wever. Th e annual rates fo r th e fo ur 
quarters last y ear, as an ex ample, 
were $18 .5 billio n, $18.3 billio n, $18.8 
billio n and $21.2 billio n, respectively . 
Th e y ear ended with an average o f 
$19.2 billio n, th e h igh est farm inco me 
in h isto ry . 
Th at was up abo ut $3 billio n fro m 
1971 and ex ceeded by m o re th an $2 
billio n th e o ld h igh m ark set 25 y ears 
earlier. 
If th e first quarter rate fo r 197 3 
ex ceeds th e fo urth quarter last y ear — 
$21.2 billio n — farm ers, statistically , 
wo uld be o ff to a go o d start fo r beating 
last y ear’s reco rd.

COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP) - Farm ers 
and o th er Oh io ans “o verburdened” 
with pro perty tax es wo uld get relief 
under a bill intro duced in th e legisla­ 
ture Mo nday by Sen. Paul E. Gillmo r, 
R-2 Po rt Clinto n. 
Gillmo r said h is m easure was no t 
intended to replace a pending co n­ 
stitutio nal am endm ent to h elp farm ers 
in develo ping areas, “but it co uld, it 
very well co uld replace it.” 
His bill wo uld allo w pro perty o wners 
wh o se pro perty tax es ex ceed a set 
percentage o f th eir annual inco me to 
claim th e amo unt o f th e ex cess as a 
credit against th eir state inco me tax . 
Th e bill, “wh ich co uld be ch anged” , 
Gillmo r said, pro po ses a figure o f fo ur 
per cent. “ If a perso n figured th at h e 
paid six per cent o f h is inco me in 
pro perty tax es, th en h e co uld claim th e 
o th er two per cent as a credit,” 
Gillmo r ex plained. 
“We do n’t kno w y et wh eth er fo ur per 
cent is th e appro priate figure. We just 
put it in as a wo rking figure,” th e 
senato r added. 
Gillmo r intro duced h is bill at a 
skeleto n sessio n th at preceded flo o r 
sessio ns to day o pening th is week’s 
fo rmal legislative activities. A m ajo r 
item o n tap Wednesday will be Ho use 
flo o r debate o n th e co ntro versial wo ­ 
m en’s equal righ ts am endm ent to th e 
U.S. Co nstitutio n. 
Th e Po rt Clinto n lawm aker said h is 
tax bill, if enacted, wo uld be in ad­ 
ditio n to th e 10 per cent pro perty tax

Man’s most precious possession, 
second only to life itself, is freedom,” 
said the senior officer of the group 
released today, Col. Benjamin H. Pur­ 
cell, 45, of Columbus, Ca., to a 
cheering crowd of base personnel who 
greeted the freed prisoners. 


“Today, 32 of us have regained our 
freedom and a chance to start again 
our life. In the years, our faith in our 
country, in our way of life and in our 
President has been unwavered. And 


we wish at this time to express our 
thanks to our President Nixon and to 
the American people for keeping faith 
with us.” 


Purcell was captured on Feb. 8,1968, 
when his helicopter crashed in Quang 
Tri Province. 


Also in the group was the last 
American pilot downed before the 
cease-fire, Ll. Cmdr. Phillip A. 
Kientzler, 32, of Poway, Calif., who 
was shot down on Jan. 27, the day the 
cease-fire agreement was signed in 
Peris. 


North Vietnam and the Viet Cong 
had offered to free the last of their 
prisoners last weekend, but the United 
States insisted on knowing when the 
nine Americans captured in I^aos 
would be freed.

in Vietnam. 
Monday night, after five days of 
wrangling, the Pathet Iao announced 
it would free the nine in Hanoi Wed­ 
nesday. The North Vietnamese and the 
Viet Cong issued a new schedule of 
release dates, the United States agreed 


to complete its troop withdrawal 
Thursday, and President Nixon said he 
was ‘‘particularly gratified.”

Voice, Manner 
Spot Potential 
Heart Victims 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
harsh, grating voice on the tape 
recorder belonged to one of San 
F rancisco’s 
most 
successful 
executives. 
It is a sound picture of a man, who 
when interviewed about his life’s 
details, responded impatiently. He 
answered some anticipated questions 
before they were asked and finished 
sentences in sharp, crisp cadence. 


What makes the tape more than an 
ordinary interview is that the subject, 
age 61, died one year later of a heart 
attack. 


'Hie San Francisco research doctor 
who questioned him has supervised 
over 3,(KH) such interviews and says the 
potential attack victim could be 
spotted by his voice, manner and even 
constrained facial characteristics. 
Dr. 
Meyer 
Friedm an, cardio­ 
vascular research director at Mount 
Zion Hospital here, contends that men 
with certain personality traits are 
more prone to heart attacks, even 
though they may eschew cigarettes 
and cholesterol-laden foods. He is 
quick to add, however, that such high- 
risk men increase their chances of a 
coronary when they smoke or eat a lot 
of fatty foods. 


Friedman, an energetic 63 and a 
former coronary victim himself, says 
there are two types of personalities 
Type A, those with high-risk behavior 
patterns; and Type It, less intense men 
less likely to have heart trouble. 


‘‘Coronary disease develops only in 
the Type A heart, the rich ground from 
which coronary victims are plucked,” 
Friedman said in a recent interview. 
“Ten per cent of the As between 35 and 
60 will get a heart attack.” 
“ A” men have “ free floating 
hostility, insecurity, look at everything 
as a challenge and are addicted to 
habit formulations. The Type A man 
makes everything in his life a matter 
of time urgency.” In* said. 


The Type B man is not rushed or 
bound by habit to set near-impossible 
goals for himself. 
“ ‘A’s never say they’re good at 
something, they intimate it by the 
projects in which they are involved. A 
‘B’ knows very well how good he is and 
will say so. He has a horizon and 
limits,” Friedman said. 
“Horizon” 
is 
a 
key 
word 
for 
Friedm an, 
since 
he 
feels 
men 
recognizing limits to their work and 
involvements can more effectively 
pace their behavior. 
“ An A is rarely cold-hearted,” he 
said, commenting it is the Type B 
executive who is able to fire an em ­ 
ploye without remorse. “Tile A cares 
about stature, who people think he is 
and the opinions of his peers and 
supervisors. He is goal-oriented and 
loesn’t see to the right or left.” 


SAIGON (AF) — S. Sgt. David 
(/‘Blanc was beginning to feel like a 
prisoner of war himself after waiting 
19 days to leave Vietnam. But when he 
found himself on the first flight out 
today, he shouted: “Hot damn—I ’ll be 
in the States for cocktail tim e!” 
There was excitement and nostalgia 
and even a few tears at Camp Alpha, 
the processing station for the depar­ 
ting U.S. troops, as I/?Blanc and 
several thousand others prepared for 
the final withdrawal of American 
forces from Vietnam. 
I>eBlanc, from Harmony, R. I., had 
been at Camp Alpha waiting for a 
flight home for eight days before 
President Nixon halted all troop with­ 
drawals on March 17 to insure the 
release of the nine American prisoners 
of war captured in I>aos. The Com­ 
munists gave in Monday night, and 
both the troop withdrawal and the 
POW release resumed today. 
“We’ve played a lot of Scrabble, 
drank a lot of beer, done a lot of 
swimming, and I’ve gotten a great 
tan,” said lieBlanc of his 19-day wait. 
“I think everyone here began to feel 
like a prisoner themselves after two 
weeks. Everybody’s been strung tight 
as a bow out here. But now it’s all over.

Net Farm Income Estimate 
Tops $19.2 Billion Record 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Agriculture 
D epartm ent econom ists reportedly 
have revised 1973 net farm income 
estimates and now think producers 
will exceed their record $19.2 billion 
profits of last year. 


As recently as mid-February, the 
official USDA projection was for 1973 
net farm income to be “a little below 
$19 billion” 
because 
of 
rising 
production expenses, some price 
weakness later in the year and cut­ 
backs in government payments. 


But m arket prices of many farm 
products, particularly livestock, have 
continued to be higher than many 
economists expected. Also, despite 
some offset by possible lower prices 
next fall, crop production is expected 
to be greater this year. 


Department officials said they could 
not disclose exact figures, but one said 
privately that the annual rate for net 
farm income in January-March is 
expected to be larger than anticipated. 


The quarterly figure is only a 
projection of net income for a 
year, 
however. The annual rates for the four 
quarters last year, as an example, 
were $18.5 billion, $18.3 billion, $18.8 
billion and $21.2 billion, respectively. 
The year ended with an average of 
$19.2 billion, the highest farm income 
in history. 
That was up about $3 billion from 
1971 and exceeded by more than $2 
billion the old high mark set 25 years 
earlier. 
If the first quarter rate for 1973 
exceeds the fourth quarter last year — 
$21.2 billion — farm ers, statistically, 
would be off to a good start for beating 
last year’s record.

New Tax Proposal 
Would Aid Farmers 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Farmers 
and other Ohioans “overburdened” 
with property taxes would get relief 
under a bill introduced in the legisla­ 
ture Monday by Sen. Paul E. Gillmor, 
R-2 Port Clinton. 
Gillmor said his measure was not 
intended to replace a pending con­ 
stitutional amendment to help farmers 
in developing areas, “but it could, it 
very well could replace it.” 
His bill would allow property owners 
whose property taxes exceed a set 
percentage of then- annual income to 
claim the amount of the excess as a 
credit against their state income tax. 
The bill, “which could be changed”, 
Gillmor said, proposes a figure of four 
per cent. “If a person figured that he 
paid six per cent of his income in 
property taxes, then he could claim the 
other two per cent as a credit,” 
Gillmor explained. 
“We don’t know yet whether four per 
cent is the appropriate figure. We just 
put it in as a working figure,” the 
senator added. 
Gillmor introduced his bill at a 
skeleton session that preceded floor 
sessions today opening this week’s 
formal legislative activities. A major 
item on tap Wednesday will be House 
floor debate on the controversial wo­ 
men’s equal rights amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. 
The Port Clinton lawmaker said his 
tax bill, if enacted, would be in ad­ 
dition to the IO per cent property tax 
rollback 
enacted 
by 
the 
last 
legislature. 
“In many cases, that’s already been 
eaten up by new appraisals and new 
levies,” he said. His bill would be more 


equitable because it would tie property 
taxes to a percentage of income, he 
said. 
The 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
pending in a Senate subcommittee 
would authorize the assessment of 
farm property in urban areas on the 
basis of how 
the 
land is 
used. 
Currently, the constitution requires 
the assessments to be based on market 
value. 
G illm or said the House-passed 
amendment, which would go before 
voters next November, “would only 
help farm ers in developing areas. 
They certainly need it, but it would 
affect relatively few people.” 
A dozen bills were introduced at 
Monday’s skeleton session of the 
House. Rep. Thomas J. Carney, D-71 
Youngstown, proposed in one of them 
the creation of an Energy Policy 
Coordinating Commission for the

Other new House proposals would 
prohibit discrimination in the ex­ 
pending of credit and provide liability 
insurance for all state employes.

A steering committee for a multi- 
county solid waste collection and 
disposal system presented its proposal 
to county commissioners, mayors and

Pike, Scioto and Lawrence Friday at 
Waverly.

Pickaway County were commissioners

steering committee. 


According to Pickaway County 
Commissioners, the study has 
I k ' c i i 
2‘ .-years in the making and is the first 
such study in the nation. Assisting tin* 
steering committee with the study was 
the engineering consultant firm of I). 
T. Brumagim and Associates, Inc. 
'I’he plan presented 
provides 
a 
means of collection and disposal of 
solid wastes for all 279,676 residents 
in the rural and urban areas of the 


entire six 
counties. County

missioners emphasized that for the 
plan to work every household in the 6- 
county area would have to participate. 
They said figures presented by the 
steering committee projected a per- 
family cost comparable with monthly 
rates now (icing charged in the Cir­ 
cleville area. Costs for remote rural 
areas would lie considerably less than 
present curb service costs. 
ITeseiit services by municipalities, 
counties and private operators of 
landfills and collection routes would 
lieeome a part of the total system 
which is aimed at expanding services 
to all residents. 
The plan, as presented Friday, 
meets all present guidelines of the 
Ohio 
Knvirom ental 
Protection 
Agency according to Don Day, a state 
EPA representative. 
According 
to 
the 
study, 
the 
insulation of the 6-county area creates 
141,780 tons of solid waste annually. At 
present, only 94.2(H) tons are being 


collected by existing private and 
governmental systems, leaving 47,(HH) 
tons of waste not collected. Much of 
this (rash and waste is ending up in 
open dumps, along roadways and in 
streams and ditches, commissioners 
were told. 
At present, 29,930 families or 35 |x*r 
cent of the population in the six 
counties, are without collection ser­ 
vice. 
The recommended procedure to 
provide total collection and disposal 
services for all residents begins with 
establishing a solid waste district as a 
legal entity. The legal Innly would Im*

The government then asked that he 
be granted immunity for anything he 
says before the grand jury. Chief U.S. 
Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica, who 
asked the conspirators to tell what 
they know about the case, deferred a 
ruling on the recommendation until 
Friday. 
The jury, continuing its investigation 
surrounding the Watergate 
affair, 
arranged to meet again today to hear 
other witnesses. 
I jddy is the only one of seven con­ 
victed conspirators to receive a final 
sentence from Sirica—from six years 
and eight months to 20 years. 
Meanwhile, the White House denied 
that presidential lawyer John W. Dean 
III had prior knowledge of the break-in 
and wiretapping last June. 
White House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler told newsmen 
at Key 
Biscayne, Fla., that President Nixon 
has "absolute and total confidence” in 
Dean. 
Ziegler’s 
remarks 
followed 
publication of a story in Monday’s I^os 
Angeles Times which said Jam es W. 
McCord 
Jr., another 
convicted 
Watergate defendant, had told Senate 
investigators that Dean and Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, a former White House aide, 
had prior knowledge of the break-in. 
Ziegler 
said 
the 
President 
telephoned Dean Monday 
morning 
because of the Times story. Based on 
Nixon’s conversation, Ziegler added, 
"I will again deny any prior knowledge 
on the part of Mr. Dean.” 
Magruder denied any role rn the 
bugging. 
McCord, in a letter last week, told 
Judge Sirica that political pressure 
had been applied to keep the seven 
defendants silent; that perjury was 
committed during the trial, and that 
others were involved in the wiretap­ 
ping operation. 


McGough Gains 
Support For

McGough, state Republican treasurer 
and Allen County Republican chair­ 
man, “ appears to have gained ade­ 
quate backing to become the next 
chairman of the Ohio Republican 
Party.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The United 
States is stepping up the arms and 
manpower 
used 
to 
protect 
its 
diplomats abroad, with little con­ 
fidence that the current “ epidemic” is 
finally subsiding. 
"W e don’t see tin* end as of now," 
said one official of the wave of threats 
and violence to U.S. ambassadors and 
their staffs in foreign capitals. 
But, another official said, “ we’re 
working to make it as tough as possible 
for the terrorist. In some places he 
knows he’s likely to run into quite a lot 
of lead.” 
In the last five years 12 Americans 
have been murdered and another 12 
wounded in 21 incidents. “ This is not 
just a problem with the Black Sep­ 
tem ber.” a Palestinian terrorist 
organization, the official added. “ It’s a 
tnntir* adopted and used in many 


places of the world by dissident 
groups.” 
'Hie new precautions, Liken after 
consultation with the Central In­ 
telligence Agency, the Secret Service 
and 
the 
F B I, 
include 
more 
bodyguards, bulletproof vehicles and 
security locks, although officials are 
reluctant to discuss explicit details 
that could alert terrorists. 


Until recently, the objective was to 
assign top priority to protecting the top 
man, the ambassador himself, and 
especially in countries the State De­ 
partment considers “ high-risk areas.” 


Now , security is being stepped up in 
“ lower-risk” countries. The kidnaping 
in Haiti in January of Ambassador 
Clinton Knox and Ward Christensen, 
his consul, points up the need for this 
expansion, one official said.

Speed Recovery For 
Injured Music Teacher

Mr. and Mrs. Walter Hall, Dine Pine 
Road, are proud of their daughter, 
Gayle, and they have every right to be. 
Gayle’s story is not a typical success 
story, but it is the story of courage and 
determination leading to success. 
Gayle and her parents moved to 
Circleville seven years ago the week 
after she graduated from high school. 
She was an honor student in high 
school, and an accomplished musician. 
In June, 1971, she graduated from 
Denison 
University and signed a 
contract to begin her first teaching job 
that September. Then on her 22nd 
birthday one week before school 
began, she was in an automobile ac­ 
cident in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 
w hich damaged her spine and left her 
paralyzed from the waist down. 
Gayle 
spent 
eight 
weeks 
in 
Allegheny Valley Hospital before 
being transferred to Harm arville 
Rehabilitation Center in Pittsburgh. At 
Harmarville Gayle began the process 
of retraining which would eventually 
enable her to be self-sufficient again. 
In 
the 
Occupational 
Therapy 
i)epartment she built up the strength 
of her arms to help her walk with 
crutches. Meanwhile, in the Physical 
Therapy 
Dapartment 
she 
was 
progressing from the wheelchair, to 
the para I led bar, to her crutches. In 
the Homemaker Kitchen she received 
instructions for independent apart­ 
ment living. Gayle returned to her 
parent’s home in Circleville in March, 
1972. 
I .ast summer (JayIe worked four 
hours a day in the Circleville Chamber 
of Conunerce office. She also gave 
private music lessons to some Cir­ 
cleville youngsters. These experiences 
helped her develop the confidence she 
needed to begin her teaching career in 
September, one year after her ac­ 
cident. 
I .ast August Gayle spent two weeks 
at the New York University Medical 
Center receiving further training and 
advice. The doctors there suggested a 
new kind of leg brace made of flesh 
colored plastic. With the help of our 
local Easter Seal Society, the braces 
were purchased, and they work 
beautifully. 
Today, less than two years after the 
accident, Gayle is a high school music 
teacher at the Winchester-Thurston 
Sc hool in Pittsburgh. She lives alone in 
her own apartment doing her own 
cooking, laundry, and dusting when 
she finds time between her lesson 
preparations, and her other activities. 
She plays violin in the Carnegie Mellon 
University College Community Or­ 
chestra, and belongs to the Pittsburgh 
Area 
Private 
School 
Teachers 
Association. She has retained her 
membership in the Circleville United 
Methodist Church, and also belongs to 
the Circleville Branch AAUW. This 
summer Gayle will begin on her 
M aster’s 
Degree 
at 
Duquesne 
University. 
Gayle maintains that without the 
financial and moral support of the 
ttckaway County Easter Seal Society 
for Crippled Children and Adults, she 
might not have made such swift 
progress in her adjustment.

But at ev ery meal there’s a v ariety of 
v egetables Betty has canned herself, 
turkey or roasts bought during special 
sales, and homemade cakes and pies.

"I alway s look for the oranges with 
the smoothest skins and smallest 
pores," said Betty , feeling her way 
through a mound adv ertised as 10 for 
98 cents. "Tha t’s how y ou know the 
skin is thin and that means y ou get 
more orange for y our money ." 
Betty alway s checks the damaged 
goods counter, looking for reduced 
items like torn bags of flour or sugar, 
dented cereal box es, but nev er, she 
cautioned, dented cans. She 
buy s 
detergent at Sears wlwn it’s on sale at 
$10 for 45 pounds, a supply that lasts 
her about six months. 
Alway s 
kicking 
for 
the 
money - 
sav ers, Betty driv es to a nearby farm 
to get potatoes at 3 cents a pound in­ 
stead of 10 cents and sev eral dozen 
eggs that she say s are bigger at 50 
cents a dozen than those in the store 
costing 80 cents. 
Fish is ex pensiv e ev en in the coastal 
town of Portland, and 
Betty has 
learned that less costly fish like hake 
and cusk can taste just as good as had­ 
dock if baked in milk. Mostly , the 
family eats a lot of chicken (bought 
whole because Betty say s that’s six 
cents cheaper per pound than the 
quartered fry ers) and chuck roast, 
that Betty bakes slowly for sev eral 
hours in a dutch ov en to make it more 
tender and tasty . 
As far as she can figure, Betty say s 
her only ex trav agance is occasional 
store-bought cookies ( “ I should really 
bake them my self but sometimes 1 
don’t hav e the time and Norman lov es 
cookies so much the children call him 
the cooky bandit.") and cheese bought 
at the delicatessen, which costs about 
20 cents more a pound than super­ 
market cheese. 
The last time the family went to a 
restaurant was for Mr. Eldridge’s 
birthday . They celebrated without him 
— he was working ov ertime out of town 
— with cafeteria-sty le steak dinners at 
$1.79 at a self-serv ice place. 
Mr. and Mrs. Eldridge don’t drink or 
smoke 
(ex cept 
for 
Norman’s 
oc­ 
casional pipe) don’t bowl, and rarely 
go to the mov ies unless it’s something 
suitable for the children. They don’t 
subscribe to any magazines, but do get 
the ev ening paper and sometimes read 
condensed books. 
They giv e about $20 a month to 
church and charity . "We’re not so poor 
that we can’t giv e," Mrs Eldridge said. 
A few times a month, friends come 
by for dinner, but most ev enings, from 
6 to 11, are spent in front of the black 
and white telev ision set. 
Betty likes to stay home, sew dresses 
for Kathy and pants for herself, make 
jams and jellies, decorate cakes, and 
listen to her Glen Miller and Mario 
I^anza records on the stereo. 
"Our life may sound dull," she say s, 
“but we’re a do-ity ourself family and 
we’re happy being together." 
The green-shingled three-bedroom 
house was built by Mr. Eldridge eight 
y ears ago.

My father had a stroke. His speech is 
returning to norm al, but he c a n’t yet 
m ove his arm and his leg .

A “ stroke” is known technically as a 
“ cerebro-vascular accident.” 
A clot, or throm bus, m ay block a 
blood vessel g oing to som e part of the 
brain and interfere with the norm al 
flow of blood. 
A blood vessel m ay break, produce a 
hom orrhag e and sim ilarly interfere 
with the blood supply. 
The sym ptom s that result from any 
stroke depend entirely on the exact 
location of the CVA. 
L oss 
of 
spe e c h , 
lo ss 
of 
un­ 
derstanding , inability to m ove the arm 
or the leg depend on the pa rt of the 
brain that is deprived of blood, and on 
the extent of the dam ag e caused by 
interference w ith the blood supply. 
Many patients m ake com plete and 
total recovery from strokes. 
The fact th at your fa th e r’s speech 
has returned indicates th at tiny blood 
vessels in the brain have taken over 
the job of the blocked blood vessel. 
It is indeed hopeful th at m ore and 
m ore recovery should take place.

A clot, or thrombus, may block a 
blood vessel going to some part of the 
brain and interfere with the normal 
flow of blood. 
A blood vessel may break, produce a 
hemorrhage and similarly interfere 
with the blood supply. 
The symptoms that result from any 
stroke depend entirely on the exact 
location of the CVA. 
Loss 
of speech,

derstanding, inability to move the arm 
or the leg depend on the part of the 
brain that is deprived of blood, and on 
the extent of the damage caused by 
interference with the blood supply. 
Many patients make complete and 
total recovery from strokes. 
The fact that your father’s speech 
has returned indicates that tiny blood 
vessels in the brain have taken over 
the job of the blocked blood vessel. 
It is indeed hopeful that more and 
more recovery should take place. 
Years ago, stroke victims were 
relegated to custodial care without 
real effort to rehabilitate them 
physically and emotionally.

HINSDALE, 111. (AP) - “ The day 
they bring in a snake is the day I 
leave,” said the caretaker at the 
Hinsdale Animal Cemetery in south­ 
west suburban Chicago.

He looked across seven acres of 
grave plots, each blooming with ar­ 
tificial plants and flowers, row upon 
neat row interspersed with evergreens 
and ferns that shaded the granite 
markers and several white stone path­ 
ways. 
“ Sometimes in the summer when it’s 
warm, there’s so many people, it looks 
like a picnic ground,” he added. 
“ Often, they cry.” 
Stokes Wylie has been caretaker for 
21 years, ever since George Remkus 
bought the pet cemetery as a going 
business from one of his regular 
customers at the grocery store he used 
to run. 
Remkus, 52, is the third owner. The 
first animal was buried in 1925. The 
cemetery now has about 9000 graves. 
“ I bought it primarily as an in­ 
vestment, but I do like animals,” 
Remkus said. “ The family has two 
dogs and we have a dog, a parakeet 
anti a bunch of guinea pigs buried out 
there. 
The cemetery, though neat, is 
modest and Remkus said rates are 
reasonable. 
“ A parakeet can be buried for $12 
and an average-sized dog, using a 
w(xxien box, is about $75,” he said. 
“ Of course, you could place the 
carcass in a concrete vault and have it 
lined with satin. If it’s a larger animal, 
like a German shepherd, let’s say, 
you’re talking about a larger grave 
and I guess the cost could run to a 
couple hundred dollars,” he added. 
In addition to the basic burial ex­ 
pease there is a $2 annual payment for 
maintenance of the grave, a $5 charge 
if the carcass is picked up by Remkus, 
cost of a gravemarker and engraving 
at 70 cents a letter. 
Remkus said he makes about 300 
burials a year. Virtually all of them 


are attended only by the family. 
“ There have only been three who 
had a minister conduct a short service 
with about 15 or 20 friends attending,” 
he said, adding he was at a loss to ex­ 
plain why persons pay to bury pets. 
“ I guess they just don’t want to see it 
thrown in the garbage,” Remkus said. 
“ We buried two dogs of a good friend of 
mine recently, who’s a veterinarian. 
He and his wife cried like babies and 
afterwards he said to me: ‘I can’t 
understand it. I put dozens to sleep 
every month. But I guess when it’s 
your own, it’s different.’”

I -ast month OHP random teams 
found 4,956 cases of defective tires, 
3,259 cases of defective exhaust 
systems and 2,275 cases of defective 
headlights. 
“ The program is working well,’” 
said Capt. Plaul. “ It’s particularly 
important to find the defective driver. 


Most of the safety programs have been 
aimed at making the machines safer 
for people, but a survey at Cornell

Property Tax Law Changes 


Urged O n Revision Panel 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio ’s 
Co nstitutio nal Rev isio n Co mmissio n 
has been urged to seek pro perty tax 
law changes that wo uld shift emphasis 
to land tax es and away fro m capital 
impro v ements. 
Perry Prentice, president o f a New 
Yo rk City fo undatio n o n tax research, 
made the reco mmendatio n Mo nday at 
a public hearing by the co mmissio n o n 
Ohio ’s unifo rm tax rule. The law no w 
say s 
generally 
that 
p ro p erty - 
including structures o n it—must be 
assessed at a statewide unifo rm rate 
and tax ed at its true market v alue. 
Prentice asked the co mmittee to 
reco mmend a change in the co n­ 
stitutio n to autho rize tax atio n o f land 
at a higher rate than impro v ements, 
which he said sho uld be tax ed ’Tightly , 
if at all.” 
He said the change wo uld pro v ide 
impetus fo r dev elo pment ‘‘especially 
in the tro ubled inner cities.” He said it 
also wo uld pro v ide “ o v ernight the kind 
o f a pro perty tax break that the tax ­ 
pay ers hav e been clammo ring fo r.” 
Prentice estimated that tax pay ers in 
Clev eland, Cincinnati and Co lumbus 
pay “ two to three times” as much fo r 
impro v ements they make to their land 
as they do o n the land, itself. 


To make up fo r rev enue that wo uld 
he lo st in such a refo rm, the New 
Yo rker said the mo ney co uld be 
realized by making majo r increases in 
the assessments o f land no t in use.

“ ridiculo usly lo w” and enco urage land 
speculato rs, he said. 
Two o ther w itnesses made no 
specific tax pro po sals, but endo rsed 
writing into the co nstitutio n language 
that wo uld giv e future legislatures the

They were Pro f. Ix >well Harris o f

The co mmissio n’s nex t meeting is 
April 26 when it plans a v o te o n a 
package o f reco mmendatio ns by its 
Co mmittee o n Finances and Tax atio n.

The co uncil has reimpo sed man­ 
dato ry price co ntro ls o n the o il in­ 
dustry , allo wing majo r firms to raise 
prices by an av erage o f 1 per cent 
co mpany wide o n mo st petro leum 
pro ducts witho ut any questio ns asked 
by the go v ernment.

Urged O n Revision Panel 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
Constitutional Revision Commission 
has been urged to seek property tax 
law changes that would shift emphasis 
to land taxes and away from capital 
improvements. 
Perry Prentice, president of a New 
York Qty foundation on tax research, 
made the recommendation Monday at 
a public hearing by the commission on 
Ohio’s uniform tax rule. The law now 
says

assessed at a statewide uniform rate 
and taxed at its true market value. 
Prentice asked the committee to 
recommend a change in the con­ 
stitution to authorize taxation of land 
at a higher rate than improvements, 
which he said should be taxed “ lightly, 
if at all.” 
He said the change would provide 
impetus for development “ especially 
in the troubled inner cities.” He said it 
also would provide “ overnight the kind 
of a property tax break that the tax­ 
payers have been clammoring for.” 
Prentice estimated that taxpayers in 
Cleveland, Cincinnati and Columbus 
pay “ two to three times” as much for 
improvements they make to their land 
as they do on the land, itself. 


To make up for revenue that would 
be lost in such a reform, the New 
Yorker said the money could be 
realized by making major increases in 
the assessments of land not in use. 
Present rates on 
such 
land 
are 
“ ridiculously low” and encourage land 
speculators, he said. 
Two other witnesses made no 
specific tax proposals, but endorsed 
writing into the constitution language 
that would give future legislatures the 
option of separate land and im­ 
provement taxes. 
They were Prof. I/)well Harris of 
Columbia University, president of the 
National Tax Association; and Walter 
Rybeck of the Editorial Division of the 
Urban Institute, a private, non-profit

The commission’s next meeting is 
April 26 when it plans a vote on a 
package of recommendations by its 
Committee on Finances and Taxation. 
The committee has endorsed Ohio’s 
uniform rule without suggesting 
change.

Cancer 
Assembly ami kickoff launches a 
month long April crusade in Ohio to 
collect money for research, education 
N o Gasoline 
Curbs Seen 
This Summer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - No rationing 
of gasoline will be required this 
summer although supplies will be 
tight, says IX1 puty Treasury Secretary 
William Simon. 
Gasoline inventories are about 5 per 
cent below those of last year, and spot 
shortages may develop in some areas 
of the nation, said Simon, No. 2 man in 
Treasury. But “ this isn t what I would 
call a crisis.” 
He indicated in an interview Monday 
that the Nixon administration will 
move vigorously to prevent any 
.serious shortage of gasoline. 
But Simon said the administration 
<k>es not need the gasoline-rationing 
authority the Senate wrote into a bill 
extending the Economic Stabilization 
Act for another year. 
Cost of Living Council officials have 
said that if any spot shortages of 
gasoline develop in distribution this 
summer, it will not mean that any area 
is cut off from obtaining the fuel. But it 
might mean that one distributor in one 
area could run out, an official said. 
The council has reimposed man­ 
datory price controls on the oil in­ 
dustry, allowing major firms to raise 
prices by an average of I per cent 
company wide on most petroleum 
products without any questions asked 
by the government. 
This could mean sharply higher 
{Trices for gasoline if a company 
wanted to use up all the pricing 
authority to hike gasoline costs and 
hold the line on its other petroleum 
products. 
Council officials expect some up­ 
ward movement in gasoline prices this 
summer as the demand increases, but 
decline to predict how much. 
Simon said major oil companies are 
below their base prices because of 
competition. This means that most oil 
companies will be able to increase 
prices up to the base, then take the 
additional I per cent average without 
government clearance.

lYeparedness has called on the oil 
industry to step up gasoline production 
by putting refineries at a close-to- 
capacity level and by devoting a larger 
share of their yield to gasoline. 
In a speech in New York Monday, 
the O EP’s acting director, Darrell M. 
Trent, had another suggestion: He said 
states might reduce speed lim its 
immediately to 50 miles an hour to 
save fuel.

“ He couldn’t possibly have 
gone inside Boqueron due to 
the reefs,” Monson asserted 
emphatically in an interview 
here. “ His first reef-free 
entry 
was 
Anasco.” 
Columbus approached Puerto 
Rico from St. Croix, in the 
U.S. Virgin Islands and was 
.steering a 
northwesterly 
course. 
Monson had flown over the 
western section of 
Puerto 
Rico, 
accompanied 
by 
Auerlio Tio, president of the 
Puerto Rican Academy of 
History. After scanning the 
area from the air, the 85-year- 
old Monson then made an on- 
the-ground investigation of 
the 
place 
where 
the 
Spaniards landed on Nov. 19, 
1493. 
Monson’s findings agree 
with the theory defended by 
Tio. The latter’s conclusions 
also rest upon testimony 
given in a 15th century court 
battle over the ownership of 
some property in the vicinity 
of the landing spot. 
The landfall was made, 
according to Tio, on the 
northeast side of Anasco Bay 
at a point called “ Ensenada 
de Rincon.” 
Monson’s research into the
